THE WAY WE ARE by Norman Stone 


Wherever you live - Deddington, Clifton or Hempton - what kind of village do you 
want? What kind have you got? If you gave exactly the same answer to both 
questions, congratulations. Please skip the rest of this article. But if there is 
even a small difference, read on, 

Most of us are probably not too unhappy with the way things are. Our three villages 
are pretty good places to be living in - see the report of the Best Kept Village 
judges on page 4. Still, we may feel there is room for improvement. 

What do you feel about adyertising boards on our pavements and in our open spaces? 
Good, positive marketing in a time of recession? Or an unsightly nuisance? Do you 
mind when flyposting appears on our lamposts overnight and hangs around long after 
the events are over? Our village handyman has already worked wonders, clearing and 
tidying around the place - but he can't be everywhere. How can we help him? 
Traffic noise can be a headache, even when it's as far away as the M40. How does 
it compare with industrial noise? If there's more of that than there used to be, 
does it at least show that work is going on? And what about people noise? 

If none of that seems to matter all that much, here are some deeper concerns. Can 
we really expect our overstretched Fire Service to put up with malicious false 
alarms? How much should we spend to keep burglars out of the Windmill Centre? Is 
it realistic to expect Neighbourhood Watch to make up for a shortage of constables 
on the beat? What can be done about vandalism? 

These questions are all part of the run-up to a VILLAGE APPRAISAL, which aims to 
draw a true portrait of the way we are now - the good things and the not so good - 
and point the way to the future we can have. Next month, Dr Bill Mace will write 
about traffic and parking. In November, I'11 be back with more thoughts, while the 
December issue will feature Maureen Dew on shopping. Whether you agree or disagree 
with any or all of us, tell The Deddington News what you think. 


VICTIM SUPPORT aims to offer a comprehensive service to all victims of 
crime. Victim Support - North Oxfordshire offered help last year to over 3, 500 
victims of crime, including those whose property had been damaged, victims of 
sexual assault and the families of murder victims. 

Volunteers are the basis of the services offered - people from many different 
backgrounds giving up their time to help others in their own community who have 
suffered because of crime. For victims, the fact that someone has bothered to make 
contact with them after a crime, not because they are paid to, but as an expression 
of concern, is in itself a gesture of some significance. 

Training for volunteers is essential to ensure that the services offered are 
appropriate and of the best possible standard. Training in Victim Support is based 
on the belief that many people have within them the ability to offer help to crime 
victims. Victim Support - North Oxfordshire is currently recruiting volunteers to 
join their next training programme which will commence in October. The course will 
be designed to allow people to draw on their abilities and learn knew knowledge and 
skills to allow them to work confidently in many different situations. In addition, 
Victim Support training should provide volunteers with knowledge and skills which 
will be of use to them in many other areas of life. 

Victim Support is committed to ensuring that minority/disadvantaged groups are 
positively welcomed and involved in all aspects of Victim Support. 

Victim Support is able to require prospective volunteers to disclose all 
convictions, including ‘spent’ convictions, as the work of visiting volunteers is 
covered by the Exemption Order of 1975 relating to the Rehabilitation Act, 1974. 
The basis of this exemption is that volunteers have access to ‘vulnerable groups’ 
(eg children, some older people etc). For further information, please contact the 
Scheme Co-ordinator on 0295 812365 or 0869 40751.

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DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGa by Buffy Heywood ; 

In the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of September 1842, we read of 
his eldest son, Holford, being taken ill, of Deddington Annual Horticultural Show, 
and of the opening of Chipping Norton Town Hall. 

1ST SEPTEMBER ~ We were called away by a letter this morning from Mr Wickham 
stating that our dear boy Holford was extremely ill at Brook Green ‘his school) - 
whither we hastened immediately and found him in bed and looking much paler and — 
thinner and altogether far from well indeed. We arranged for a physician to see him 
and his Mother who was also extremely unwell and had been so for some time past. 
2ND SEPTEMBER - Susan saw Dr Roe and was much pleased and satisfied with him. He 
considered Holford to be in a very critical state requiring the greatest care with 
a total cessation from mental exertion for some weeks and recommended his going to 
Brighton immediately. 

6TH SEPTEMBER - Having brought him home the Doctor came to see Holford, he was not 
so well and extremely feverish - he ordered him 8 leeches on the temples which 
afforded him much relief. Ordered off several tramps or beggars. 

7TH SEPTEMBER - Our Horticultural annual show took place in the Castle Grounds, the 
fruits, flowers and vegetables were better than any heretofore exhibited. The 
Dinner took place at The Unicorn Inn, Mr Robert Cartwright took the Chair. 

16TH SEPTEMBER ~- The bell tolled this morning for poor Poulton at the Tuns who died 
about half past 3 o'clock. I drove to Chipping Norton to attend the Agricultural 
Meeting and Dinner afterwards which took place in the new Town Hall, a handsome and 
. most commodious room for such a purpose. This was the first public dinner there. 
21ST SEPTEMBER - I preached the sermon at the re-opening of Kings Sutton Church 
following repairs and refitting, the Archdeacon preached in the evening. 

24TH SEPTEMBER - Man committed to prison for violently beating his wife - he had 
done so two or three times before. I called at Mr R's and spoken to him about his 
Beer House and the Company resorting there - cautioning him as to his conduct. 

28TH SEPTEMBER - Left for Brighton and set about seeking lodgings there. 


A NIGHT TQ RENEMBER by Fred Deely 

In the early days of the Castle Grounds Bowling Club, Mr Millington who lived in 
New Street (now Miss Betty Hill's house) was friendly with the Secretary to the 
Earl of Jersey, of Middleton Stoney, and he arranged a friendly match for us with 
the Middleton team, The Earl had had a Green laid in the "Park" for his employees, 
about 8 of them and they made up the team from Middleton Stoney. We went there in 
the early part of May, on a bitterly cold evening, in a conveyance owned by Bob 
Kersey of the Unicorn Hotel. It didn't travel very fast and cyclists used to pass 
it and hold out a piece of string. 

We had played 12 ends when a gentleman was seen making his way across the "Park". 
It was the Butler and in our team was Mr Fred Gardner Che was the father of Mrs 
Lily Hill who writes in The Deddington News) and he knew the butler because Fred 
worked for Franklins of Deddington and they did a lot of work for the Earl. He was 
a craftsman in iron work and he made the big gates at Barton Abbey and Nether 
Worton, He was a man I liked, he was always happy. He shook hands with the butler 
and put his hand to his mouth. The butler said he would be back which he was in 
about a quarter of an hour, holding 2 bottles. At the bottom of the Green was a hut 
and every time we got there ‘Master’ Fred called in the hut and came out grinning 
and wiping his mouth. 

Also in our team was Bill Gibbs who owned a shop in New Street ‘now the Picture 
Framing shop). He was a teetotaller and a non-smoker. He told ‘Master’ Fred how 
cold he was and Fred said “You come with me" so for 3 or 4 ends they went into the 
hut, After a while 'Master’' Bill was under the influence and started to bowl at the 
jack on the next rink and 'Master' Fred was thumping his woods into a barbed wire 
fence at the top of the green and bowling with opponents’ woods. The employees were 
rolling with laughter. After the game we had a nice meal etc and we had to help 
‘Master’ Bill into the conveyance. We dropped him at his house ‘next to the 
Congregational Church), then someone said "Where are your coat and bowls Bill?". He 
had left them at Middleton Stoney. Our next drop was in the Market Place and 
'Master' Fred went away steady as a rock with two bulging pockets and a smile on 
his lips. After that, every time we played Middleton Stoney they started laughing.

DEODDINGTON MUSEUM by Bill Hunt 


Although there is no visible evidence at the moment that much work is taking place 
in connection with Deddington Museum, in fact the work which is being undertaken 
has been much widened and includes the possibility of major alterations to 
Deddington Town Hall. 

At one period in Deddington's history the Town Hall was a most distinctive building 
but over more recent years it has become rather drab and not a building in which 
residents can have any pride. As an example, this summer many residents have made 
great efforts to make the village most attractive by mounting some very beautiful 
floral displays which the Town Hall has done absolutely nothing to enhance. It has 
stood there looking very grim, not unlike a miniature Colditz - when it should have 
been the centre of attraction and given further encouragement to those residents 
who were playing such a major part to make THEIR village a joy to behold. 

Hopefully all this will end and not only will Deddington have a Museum which will 
attract visitors from far and wide but it will be housed in a building which will 
be able to be used for many other purposes. 

Additionally it is hoped that what is planned will lead to the village being 
provided with public toilets which is a facility which all reasonable persons will 
agree is badiy needed. 

Agreement has been reached between the Trustees of Deddington Charity Estates - 
the Charity owning the Town Hall - and the Parish Council to engage an architect to 
conduct a feasibility study designed to provide the village with a number of 
facilities which it presently lacks. Residents will be kept fully informed at all 
stages of what is planned and it will be a great disappointment to all who are 
involved if the final outcome is not universally accepted.

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HONG KONG - THE FRAGRANT HARBOUR by Bill Drake 


Empire building of the 17th, 18th and 19th centuries was largely about the 
acquisition of wealth and the wielding of power, and, for a few, an opportunity to 
bring Christianity to peoples they considered heathen. Cheap labour, the lucrative 
slave trade, raw materials, commerce, strategic sites such as Gibraltar and Aden, 
and good old fashioned greed for riches, were the names of the game. In Hong 
Kong's case, The Fragrant Harbour, the major lure was opium, often foisted on an 
unwilling China down the gun barrel of a frigate. 

I've known Hong Kong on and off for forty odd years. Today it is unique. Others 
may emulate it but none are quite like it. It exists solely for the purpose of 
making and spending money and does so with a style and panache that is both 
impressive and frightening, 

The top of the pyramid is immensely rich and those at the base do better than they 
would in mainland China, parts of which, I discovered in 1986, are still medieval. 
In an acquisitive ostententatious society, greed and corruption have been kept 
within limits. Whether this will be so after China accedes in 1997 remains to be 
seen. Chris Patten, who arrived as the colony's last Governor whilst we were there, 
has an impossible task reconciling China's demands and the best interests of Hong 
Kong. I suspect Hong Kong will come second initially, but for how long is the 
question to which many would dearly like the answer. 

I've never seen such get up and go. It hums with industry, bustle and endeavour. 
Back street holes in walls process and produce everything under the sun. A box and 
& pavement become a shop. Canyons of steel, polished metals, glass and chrome make 
a better skyline than Manhattan. Noise is endemic. They knock down and build 
insatiably. It's a place for the young. Go and see it. October, November and 
December are the best months. Incidentally, our daughter Rebecca, who lives there, 
had a girl, Rachel Victoria, born on 10 July. Victoria was the old capital.
